HE street-tax collection record last year seems to bear out 


what the mayor and the alderman said at Tuesday night's 


city council meeting—that the street tax is practically uncol- 
lectible; and therefore they repealed it That will be popular. 
But it will not be just, unless the city government makes im- 
mediate plans to extend relief also to the small home-owner 
who ia sweating under the burden of carrying- 100 per cent 
of the cost of paving our city streets. 


) Oho way to 
give 
effective relief 


would bo to abolish the 5-mlll proper 
ty.tnx which the city government ex- 
tends through the . sheriff end col- 
lector. 


.But .to work out a city budget pro- 


viding this kind of, relief \woiild be 
n. real accomplishment. The figures 
speak for themselves. When the city 
council abolished the street tax Tues- 
day night it dropped a revenue that 
amounted to only $444.50 last year. 
But the 5-mill property tax brings the 
city $11,611.45 a year-—or1 26 times as 
much. 


'Yet tills relief program should be 


carried to completion If we really be- 
lieve what we are always saying: That 
It Should be the aim of good govern 
ment to induce citizens to own their 
own homes and have a stake In the 
community in which they live. 
• Paved streets arc demanded by the 
people, 
whether 
they 
own 
real 


property or not. 


But the cost of that paving falls 


entirely on the owner, except for 
certain promises of state subsidy on 
trunk highway routes. 


A substantial part of the cost of all 


street paving should be borne by the 
whole people, Just as we now build 
highways by n general tax instead of 
mortgaging the adjacent farmlands. 
But there is no provision for splitting 
the cost of these city streets, unless the 
City of Hope arbitrarily suspends the 
'5-mill property tax and looks to the 
municipal light plant, with its "gen- 
eral taxing" of all the people, to make 
up that $11,611.45 loss.

No relief program has 
met with 


more popular approval and no relief 
program has been a greater factor in 
recovery.

The constructive element of the pro- 


gram has convinced serious minded 
people that ...it is not a hit or miss 
proposition, but,.,:that. Jt-.intends 'to 
leave something behind in civic im- 
provement '-..that will be 
absolutely 


convincing, even to the most skeptical, 
that the government has done im- 
portant things for local communities 
that had never gotten beyond the 
dream-stage 
of local civic minded 


people. 


Best of all, however, it has brought 


back the self-respect of millions of 
good people who had been living for 
several years on a government "hand- 
out," without giving anything in re- 
turn. 


The Works Program is now round- 


ing out its' existence and the tapering 
off process has started. In Arkansas 
we have been instructed to reduce our 
working force to 30,000 by June 30. In 
making these reductions, first consid- 
eration must be given to the relative 
needs of workers and also their cf- 
'icicncy.

Available to Workers

WPA is an organization set up for 


the purjwse of 
planning, directing, 


supervising, handling pay rolls and 
labor relations of the 
workers who 


have been certified tq the WPA by 
the Case Work Department of the 
former ERA. 
People 
certified for 


work on WPA projects are those who 
were eligible for relief from May In 
November 1935. WPA does not certify 
or make eligible any one for work but 
can remove them for cause.

PARIS, France — (/P) — Eleutherios 


Venizelos. 72, former 
premier 
and 


"father" of the Greek republic which 
has now become a monarchy, died in 
self-imposed exile here Wednesday 
after a short illness. 


Eleutherios Venizelos was called 


Greece's "man of destiny" and the 
history of present day Greece is writ- 
ten largely around his stormy career. 


Seven times premier, he was a pow- 


er both in and out of office and the 
force of his leadership touched on 
some phases or other of Greek life 
over nearly forty years. 


President Wilson, upon his return 


from the Paris peace conference, ehar- 
ucterizcd him as one of the greatest 
statesmen in Europe; in fact, Venizelos 
was the only one there to get all that 
he asked. 


Yet in his hour of triumph he was 


beset by would-be assassins, repudiat- 
ed at the Greek polls and driven into 
voluntary exile.

Under state laws, production nowa- 


days is controlled as to sanitation of 
the stables, care of the cows, and sim- 
ilar, considerations. 


Certified milk is that which is reg- 


ularly studied by a properly appoint- 
ed medical grpup-and declared to be 
safe. Nowadays, it is customary to 
pasteurize even certified milk. 


Pasteurization involves the heating
